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Campaign

CALLS have been made for a 
dialysis unit to be brought in 
at a new multi-million 
pound health village. 

Shropshire Councillor Bill 
Benyon wants dialysis serv¬ 
ices to be provided in the 
north west of the county. 

He said it could be at 
Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
in Gobowen or at the new 
health centre in the former 
Cambrian Railway buildings 
in Oswestry. 

He said he had been 
approached by a number of 
people living in his ward and 
has since raised the subject 
with North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson and Shrop¬ 
shire Council leader Keith 
Barrow. 

Councillor Benyon said: 
“The location suggested is 
the Orthopaedic Hospital in 
Gobowen but after discus¬ 
sion with Councillor Barrow 
and Mr Paterson there is 
adequate space in the med¬ 
ical centre in the Cambrian 
Railway buildings.” 

Councillor Barrow said 
his late mother Doris, who 
was a former Oswestry 
mayor, had to travel to Wrex¬ 
ham for such treatment. 

He said: “Councillor 
Benyon came up with the 
idea and I think it is a really 
good idea and it warrants 
looking at seriously.” 

Mr Paterson added: “This 
sounds like an interesting 
project and I look forward to 
hearing more details.” 

Power cut 
warnings 

UP to 40,000 electricity cus¬ 
tomers near Shropshire risk 
a major blackout if a new 
electricity line is not con¬ 
structed, power giant SP 
Manweb has warned. 

The company wants to 
create a line from Wrexham 
to Oswestry. A public 
inquiry began on Tuesday 
into the bid for the overhead 
line between the Legacy and 
Oswestry substations. 

Dr Andy Beddoes, design 
engineer for Scottish Power, 
told the hearing that the 
existing line served a pivotal 
role.

Town gateway designs unveiled 


PROPOSALS to build new gateways at 
the three road entrances into Oswestry 
have been unveiled. 

The town’s Civic Society has ambi¬ 
tious plans to have large stone struc¬ 
tures installed at the Whittington, 
Gobowen and Mile End roundabouts 
to attract passing motorists on the A5. 

Civic Society member Norman 
Blackburn presented drawings of the 
large, stone columns or gates which 
have been designed with side panel 
images illustrating the original town 
gates, Oswestry Hillfort and the words 


‘Visit Oswestry’ on them. He said: 
“They will be sizeable structures 
somewhere between 12 and 14 feet 
high, three feet wide and about 10 feet 
deep.” 

Mr Blackburn’s inspiration for the 
gates comes from his research in the 
town’s archives, from historic books 
and the 1782 Newgate Pillar in Church 
Street. 

He said: “By introducing something 
different in appearance we should 
invoke Oswestry’s historic past. 

“I propose that we should recreate 


stone columns or gates at each round¬ 
about on both sides of the road.” 

He said the structures could be made 
out of greystone blockwork with rub¬ 
ble infill to keep costs down. 

Mr Blackburn said the next step 
would be contacting 10 different fund¬ 
ing bodies for help with costs, although 
he is yet to reveal any figures. He will 
then have to talk to councils to discuss 
planning permissions. 

Mayor Councillor Martin Bennett 
agreed something should be done with 
Mile End roundabout entrance.

Ex-woolies staff 
in payment bid 

FORMER staff at the Woolworths store in 
Welshpool have been given the green light to 
pursue compensation claims. 

Sixteen members of staff lost their jobs 
when the national chain collapsed but can 
now claim compensation after an employ¬ 
ment appeal tribunal chairman encouraged 
shop workers’ union Usdaw to pursue the 
cases. 

Woolworths and Ethel Austin stores with 
below 20 staff were not recognised when 
25,000 former employees of both companies 
won £70 million after both firms collapsed of 
both firms. 

John Gorle, Usdaw national officer, said: 
“Whatever the current interpretation of the 
law, it has always been a nonsense to sug¬ 
gest that staff in smaller shops were not part 
of the same collective redundancy situation 
as their colleagues in larger stores.” 


“Investments in manufacturing, innova¬ 
tion and customer support facilities, with 
commitment to product development and 
international marketing support, have been 
key factors in growing our global brand.” 

Mr Welson declined to name the identity 
of the new contracts and would also not be 
drawn on the numbers of jobs to be created

Food bank 
volunteers 
expecting 
big demand 

FOOD bank volunteers in 
Oswestry say they are brac¬ 
ing themselves for an escala¬ 
tion of demand for food 
handouts as the economic 
crisis worsens. 

Nearly 700 people have 
received emergency food 
since the project began a 
year ago and Phil Simpson, 
one of the founder members, 
says with the economy wors¬ 
ening more people are 
expected to turn to it for 
help. 

This week town council¬ 
lors gave their support to the 
scheme. Councillor Chris 
Schofield said: “It beggars 
belief that we need a food 
bank in Oswestry in 2012.” 

Speaking to the town 
council, Mr Simpson said the 
food bank was set up partly 
under the wing of the 
national Trussell Trust last 
autumn and moved to head¬ 
quarters in Beatrice Street 
in April. 

“Since we began 677 peo¬ 
ple have been given three 
days supply of food. Very few 
have been given more than 
three vouchers which means 
we have helped about 600 
individuals,” Mr Simpson 
said, adding average of 50 
people a month were receiv¬ 
ing vouchers but that the fig¬ 
ure shot up in August, 
during the school summer 
holidays. 

“We believe this is as chil¬ 
dren were not receiving free 
school meals, some families 
started to feel the pinch. 

“But with the economy 
not getting any better we are 
bracing ourselves for a rise. ” 

Cash plea to

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Ambulance hub system 
boosts response times

A NEW ambulance system has boosted 
response times around Shropshire’s third 
largest town by more thanlO per cent, it has 
been claimed. 

The new system - in which ambulances are serviced at 
central hubs before being sent out to community stations - 
has seen response times soar around Oswestry since it was 
introduced at the start of 
October. 

Bosses say they have met 
the national eight-minute 
target to reach patients in 85 
per cent of 999 calls over the 
past month compared to 73 
per cent the month before. 

The new Make Ready pro¬ 
gramme involves the cre¬ 
ation of round-the-clock 
fleet maintenance hubs 
where teams of assistants 
prepare, service and main¬ 
tain ambulances. 

Ambulance crews collect 
vehicles and go to the Com¬ 
munity Ambulance Sta¬ 
tions, from where they 
respond to 999 calls. 

Oswestry Town Council¬ 
lors heard from ambulance 
service bosses at their meet¬ 
ing last week. They had 
voiced fears that the changes 
in the system - including the 
closing of the town’s ambu¬ 
lance station in the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks - would see 
Oswestry suffer. 

But Michelle Brotherton, 
general manager for Shrop¬ 
shire, said 15 daytime crews 
and between nine and 11 at 
night, begin their shifts at 
the hubs in Donnington and 
Shrewsbury. 

Crews were then dis¬ 
patched to areas where it 
had been shown they were 
likely to be in greatest need, 
and market towns also had 
community paramedics who 
stayed in the areas in which 
they worked. 

Councillors they were still 
concerned that there would 
not be an ambulance in 
Oswestry

The company wants to 
build the 20 kilometre, 132 
kilowatt overhead line from 
Legacy to Oswestry, crossing 
the Ceiriog Valley and parts 
of the north Shropshire 
countryside.

“Nevertheless, I do not consider this 
would be very different from the activities 
associated with the previous retail use or 
would generate significantly more litter or 
traffic, while customers are more likely to 
use the takeaway in the evening when addi¬ 
tional on-street parking is available. 

“A takeaway outlet is a common feature in 
residential areas and the council’s highways 
section accepts that many of its potential 
customers would be able to walk to the site. ”

Court’s decision over cleric really defies belief 


SO the lunatics really are running 
the asylum in the United King¬ 
dom. 

How else can you explain the actions of 
the Special Immigrations Appeals Commit¬ 
tee in freeing Muslim cleric Abu Qatada on 
bail on Tuesday. He was released from Long 
Lartin prison, in Worcestershire after 
spending most of the last 10 years in custody. 

He is under worldwide embargo by the 
United Nations Security Council for his 
alleged affiliation with al-Qaeda. Repeat¬ 
edly imprisoned in Britain since he was first 
detained under anti-terrorism laws in 2002, 
he has not been prosecuted here for any 
criminal or conspiracy offences. 

The Algerian government has described 
Abu Qatada as being involved with Islamists 
in London and possibly elsewhere. After ini¬ 
tially barring the United Kingdom from 
deporting Abu Qatada to Jordan, in May the 
European Court of Human Rights ruled 



that he could be deported on the basis of 
assurances from Jordan that he will not be 
tortured. 

They ruled the cleric - whose real name is 
Omar Othman - would not face ill-treat¬ 
ment if returned to Jordan, citing assur¬ 
ances outlined in a UK-Jordan agreement. 

Now, despite the UK obtaining additional 
assurances from Jordan, Mr Justice Mitting 
and his Special Immigrations Appeals Com¬ 
mittee ruled they were not satisfied Abu 
Qatada would be tried fairly. 

The committee approved his appeal 


against deportation after deciding witness 
evidence obtained by torture might be used 
at trial in Jordan where he faces terrorism 
charges.Is there another country on this 
planet willing to let this man live in free¬ 
dom? I think not. 

Millions of pounds of taxpayers money is 
being spent ensuring Abu Qatada is well fed 
and watered despite demands for his pres¬ 
ence in a Jordanian courtroom. 

Why are we protecting a man suspected of 
being involved in so much suffering for 
innocent people? Let the Jordanians deal 
with him and get him out of this country. 
□□□□□□□ 

WHO ON earth decided that BBC Direc¬ 
tor General Gordon Entwistle should 
receive a £425,000 pay-off? 

Why should a man who had only been in 
position for 52 days receive such an obscene 
pay out for overseeing the biggest catastro¬ 
phe in the history of the once-proud corpo¬ 
ration?

WHILE sport enthusiasts proba¬ 
bly know the Brisbourne family 
from Nesscliffe for their prowess 
in horse racing, the family is also 
leading the field in the poultry 
industry.

“They are reared on the farm from day- 
olds. 

“They are housed at night in large open 
plan barns with plenty of fresh air and natu¬ 
ral light, with daily access to grass pastures. 

“All our poultry is reared and processed on 
farm at Nesscliffe. 

“Our birds are all free range and farm 
fresh.” 

Mr Brisbourne said this year’s Christmas 
rush would be another busy time and about 
a dozen staff would be taken on to help out. 

He said: “We currently supply over 60 
butchers and 20 farm shops. 

“Most of our farmgate customers collect 
their birds on December 22 and 23.” 

Mr Brisbourne added: “It can be madly 
busy on the 23rd but is always the reward for 
hard work, with many of the faces we see 
being customers who have been coming to 
Broomhill Farm to collect their goose for

I DO NOT KNOW WHO KNOCKED ME DOWN? 

Q: I am a young Muslim man, the only Muslim in my place of work. I do my job well and I get on with other colleagues in my office. I am however 
getting increasingly upset about comments made to me regularly by my supervisor that relate to my religion. I find these comments both offensive and 
inappropriate. I also feel that I am missing out on promotions and I cannot help wondering whether this may also have something to do with my religion. Is 
there anything that I can do? 

A: Under the Equality Act it is prohibited to discriminate against someone based upon certain protected characteristics. These protected characteristics 
are: age, disability, gender reassignment, marriage or civil partnership, pregnancy and maternity, race, sex, sexual orientation and religion and belief. This 
latter characteristic of religion and belief is the one which will apply in your case. 

In the first instance you should raise a grievance with your employer regarding the treatment you have received from your supervisor.lt this is unsuccessful 
or does not provide a satisfactory outcome you may then wish to bring an Employment Tribunal Claim. 

There is however a time limit of three months for doing this, starting from the date the discriminatory act took place (e.g. failure to be given a promotion). 
However, if the discrimination extends over a period of time the three month time limit begins with the end of that period. 

There is also a formal procedure for gathering evidence. You would need to send a standard form, containing questions you want to ask, to your employer 
and the individuals you want to complain about. The tribunal can award compensation if it upholds your complaint. 

It would be in your best interests to seek legal advice from an employment specialist as early as possible.

MOTABILITY cars are not 
free; they are paid for by the 
disabled person out of their 
Disability Living Allowance 
money. 

If a person wishes a more 
‘top of the range car’ they 
must pay a huge down pay¬ 
ment of between £1,000 and 
£8,000 plus a monthly cost of 
between £204 and £216 for a 
lease period of three years, 
maintenance, tax and insur¬ 
ance included. No one gets a 
car without paying the 
monthly payment. 

Disability Living Allow¬ 
ance is also paid to disabled 
people who are able to work. 

I worked for 27 years as a 
nurse and ward sister and 
paid taxes before I became 
seriously ill. 

I am grateful for my mota¬ 
bility car but I pay £216 per 
month for it. 

Hope this sets the record 
straight.

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Cancer survivor's 
thanks to charity

A WELSHPOOL man who beat cancer 
has raised more than £2,500 for charity 
after organising a sponsored walk and 
bike ride. 

John Evans, 65, from Welshpool, was diagnosed 
with cancer of the oesophagus two years ago. But 
having beat the disease he led a team of walkers to 
Rodney’s Pillar on the summit of the Breidden Hills 
in September, raising £2,681. An 11-mile cycle ride 
from the top was also held. 

The money will be split between the Lingen Davies 
Cancer Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and 
Welshpool Rugby Club, where Mr Evans - known as 
‘Gunner’ because of his days in the Royal Artillery - 
was a member for many years. 

Mr Evans said £1,787 would be given the Lingen 
Davies Centre, while £890 would go to the rugby club. 

Cough 

He said: “I was diagnosed with cancer of the 
oesophagus on July 8, 2010, and began a radical 
course of chemo and radiotherapy on August 29 that 
year, which was my birthday. 

“As a result of early diagnosis by a doctor at the 
Welshpool Health Centre and the excellent care pro¬ 
vided at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital I am still 
here to tell the tale.” 

Mr Evans said he developed a cough while on holi¬ 
day and returned home to bad news. 

He said: “I was feeling fine, I just developed a cough 
while I was away on holiday. I got in touch with the 
doctor for some antibiotics and when that did not 
work the doctor asked me questions, booked me in for 
tests and then I got the call saying I was to go in for 
treatment on my birthday. It’s just something that 
you have to deal with. 

“I was quite fit and I think that helped. Unfortu¬ 
nately, this terrible disease leaves very few of us 
untouched either through personal experiences or 
those of family, friends or colleagues.”

Canal's gates 
are installed 


TWO replacement gates weighing 3.6 tonnes each have been lowered 
into place at Welshpool’s Grade ll-listed canal lock. 

Hand-crafted from oak, the gates have been installed as part of a £50 million scheme to 
replace 104 gates along 2,000 miles of British waterways. 

The Canal and River Trust, which is carrying out the work, said the work in Welshpool 
was costing £38,000. 

The ‘historically significant’ lock dates from the 1790s, while the gates are replacing a 
pair from 1973. 


The Canal and River Trust charity took 
over responsibility for canals and rivers in 
England and Wales from British Waterways 
in July. 

It said the lock in Welshpool was at the 
heart of the town and replacing the gates 
was part of some essential maintenance. 

Vince Moran, the trust’s operations direc¬ 
tor, said: “Repairing, maintaining and car¬ 
ing for the canal and river infrastructure 
underpins the cause of the trust. 

“We spend around £50m every winter on 
lock gate repairs and replacements, brick 
work repairs to lock chambers as well as 
embankment maintenance, essential works 
on reservoirs an many other activities. 

“We have 25,000 different assets that we 
maintain and care for every year, which 
involves a wide range of expertise across 
many disciplines including civil engineer¬ 
ing, operational specialists, heritage 
experts, environmental specialists and 
water management.” 

Eddie Quinn, framework manager for the 
Canal & River Trust at the sponsors May 
Gurney said: “We are incredibly proud to 
play our part in the Trust’s essential work 
to preserve the canals and rivers of England 
and Wales. Few people realise that many 
canal locks, buildings and structures are 
listed monuments and that the waterway 
network is one of the finest living references 
to Britain’s industrial revolution. 

“Repairing and maintaining these water-

ways is a painstaking task, which requires 
traditional materials and methods to be 
used to preserve this vital part of our her¬ 
itage. However, they’ve become more than 
just a historical monument; they’re now 
wildly recognised for being crucial for 
wildlife and are a well-loved leisure resource 
for millions of people every year.” 

Lock gate making and fitting is an 
extremely skilled and traditional trade and 
one that remains essential to the water¬ 
ways. Lock gates are constructed with 
tremendous strength as they have to control 
huge water pressures, take the hard usage 
they get from the thousands of boats which 
use them each year and survive for a long 
time underwater and at the mercy of the ele¬ 
ments. In order to be waterproof they also 
need to be built very precisely, fitting tightly 
to the masonry of the lock walls and to each 
other. 

Tours are being held at Welshpool Lock on 
the Montgomery Canal on Saturday 
between 10am-4pm (last entry strictly 
3:15pm; site closes 3:45pm). No pre-booking 
is required. 

Parking is available at the Morrisons pay 
and display car park next to the lock.

PLANS to change how coun¬ 
cil housing is run in Shrop¬ 
shire are set to go ahead, it 
has been announced. 

Shropshire Councillors 
were being advised to agree 
to the setting up a new com¬ 
pany to manage 4,200 prop¬ 
erties in the Oswestry and 
Bridgnorth areas. 

The plans for the setting 
up a company, known as an 
arms-length management 
organisation (ALMO), have 
been attacked by members 
of the Oswestry Defend 
Council Housing campaign 
group who fear it would lead 
to privatisation of homes. 

But council chiefs say a 
consultation process with 
tenants found support for 
the idea. 

Just over 14 per cent of 
tenants responded to the 
consultation, with 49 per 
cent of these in favour of set¬ 
ting up a new organisation, 
and 25 per cent not in favour. 

Shropshire Council has 
stressed that the homes will 
still remain in its ownership. 

The ALMO would be run 
by a management board 
made up of tenants, council¬ 
lors, volunteers and housing 
staff, and will come into 
being in April if councillors 
give their approval. 

A report will be consid¬ 
ered by cabinet on Wednes¬ 
day, and if councillors give 
their approval a further 
report will go to full council 
later in the year. 


Call for roundabout to stop 
danger junction speedsters 


A LEADING safety campaigner has called for a roundabout to be built 
at a notorious road junction near Oswestry rather than just a reduc¬ 
tion in the speed limit. 

Four weeks of work was due to start on November 19 but has now been delayed until 
November 26 at the A483 Maesbury Road junction by contractors working for the High¬ 
ways Agency as part of a project to cut speed from 60mph to 50mph. 

But Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chairman of Pant and Llanymynech Parish Council, said 
the ‘real answer’ to preventing collisions at the junction would be for a roundabout to be

Pitch care to 
be examined 

CHANGES in the way Powys County Coun¬ 
cil manages bowling greens and cricket 
pitches will be introduced next year, if a 
report is approved by the cabinet. 

The move will be considered on December 
4 to provide a consistent and fair service 
across the county. The council currently 
maintains 10 bowling greens and three 
cricket pitches in mid and south Powys but 
none in the north of the county. 

Stuart Mackintosh, head of countryside 
services, said: “There are 30 bowling greens 
and 17 cricket pitches in Powys but the 
council is only maintaining a small propor¬ 
tion. It is a situation that is unfair on the 
majority. 

He added: “Clubs affected will be respon¬ 
sible for maintaining their own pitches 
from next April but the council will provide 
grant support for three years to help them 
adjust to the change. We are also proposing 
to provide training and some equipment to 
help clubs manage their pitches.”

She said: “If you think about all the 
money that has been spent there over the 
years after every fatal crash or serious 
injury collision you wonder why they don’t 
just build a roundabout while they are 
there.

“It is still a scary junction and people take 
risks. We called for a ban on right turns but 
that has not happened. 

“The slowing of the traffic might actually 
lead to motorists trying to get on the road to 
take more chances as the try to nip in ahead 
of the oncoming traffic. 

“The real answer has got to be the build¬ 
ing of a roundabout.” 

The work will be carried out between 
8.45am and 5pm. 

Highways Agency project manager, Helen 
Jamieson, said: “Once complete, this work 
will result in improved safety. We will aim to 
complete the work as quickly as possible to 
minimise disruption for road users.”

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Factory's 
owner in 
assurance 
over jobs 

THE owners of a factory 
which employs 150 people 
on the Shropshire border 
say a re-branding of the firm 
will not lead to job losses. 

The ownership of the Cad¬ 
bury cocoa factory in Chirk 
near Oswestry changed 
hands two years ago when 
the firm was bought by Kraft 
Foods. 

But after a demerger last 
month, more than 100 snack 
brands, including Cadbury, 
Milka, Toblerone and Oreo, 
now come under the newly 
created banner of Mondelez 
International. 

Clwyd South Assembly 
Member Ken Skates called 
on the firm to outline their 
plans for the factory. 

Mr Skates said: “The Cad¬ 
bury factory in Chirk must 
be protected. The takeover 
by Kraft in 2010 was the 
source of anxiety and with 
even more structural change 
now, there is again uncer¬ 
tainty about what this might 
mean for plants such as the 
one in Chirk.” 

A Mondelez spokesman 
has given an assurance that 
despite the name change, 
the factory workers’ jobs 
were safe. 

He said: “There is no 
restructuring or manage¬ 
ment change and no change 
in ownership. The name has 
changed but the firm’s com¬ 
mitment to the factory 
remains the same as it did 
before. It will have no effect 
on Chirk.”

Council is 
unlikely 
to revamp 
sixth forms 

POWYS County Council has 
gone back on its plans to 
revamp sixth form educa¬ 
tion in the county. 

The U-turn means stu¬ 
dents in Llanfyllin and Llan- 
fair Caereinion will continue 
to be able to opt to sit A-lev- 
els in English or Welsh. 

The council had proposed 
pupils at Llanfyllin would 
no longer be able to take 
Welsh-medium A-level sub¬ 
jects while Caereinion High 
School would have been 
Welsh-only from 16. 

The news was welcomed 
by Llanfyllin councillor, 
Peter Lewis, who said com¬ 
mon sense had prevailed. 
Powys County Council is 
updating its Welsh in Educa¬ 
tion Strategic Plan which 
looks at all aspects of educa¬ 
tion, from the early years to 
post-16, and is prioritising 
two fundamental issues, 
increasing the number of 
Welsh-medium pupils in the 
early years and primary sec¬ 
tors and improving the 
Welsh-medium curriculum 
offer for secondary and post- 
16 pupils. 

Councillor Myfanwy 
Alexander, cabinet member 
for learning and leisure said: 
“We want to make sure all 
learners in Powys have 
access to the highest-quality 
provision in Welsh. The 
move signals a change of 
direction, with the focus 
shifting from centralising 
Welsh-medium education at 
three specific sixth forms.”

Surgeons help 
enable dreams 

PIONEERING work by surgeons at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
has allowed two patients to follow their career dreams in the world of 
sport and acting respectively. 

Among the patients at the hospital who have benefited from the use of a specialist pro¬ 
cedure called Selective Dorsal Rhizotomy (SDR) are Paralympian dressage medallist Ricky 
Balshaw, from Telford, and actor Wesley Nelson. 

Ricky, 25, had the procedure at the Gobowen-based hospital when he was 10 while 16- 
year-old Wesley, who earned rave reviews when he appeared as a young Ian Drury in Sex

- the operation when he was eight. 

The pioneering hospital has been using 
SDR for 18 years. The operation reduces 
spasticity and is suitable for children with 
cerebral palsy affecting the lower limbs, 
who have enough strength and control to 
walk better after spasticity is removed. 

Originally the technique was promoted 
by a South African surgeon, Warwick Pea¬ 
cock, in Los Angeles. 

Surgeons from Oswestry went to Los 
Angeles to learn from Dr Peacock and began 
performing the SDR procedure in 1994, as 
the first UK centre to do this. 

Consultant orthopaedic surgeon, Mr 
Andrew Roberts, said: “We put a great deal 
of effort into deciding which children are 
suitable and we carefully follow up patients 
for many years after their operation.” 

To date, 45 children have undergone the 
procedure which involves opening up the 
spine and dividing certain nerves that con¬ 
tribute to abnormal reflexes. 

Paralympian Ricky said: “For me the SDR 
operation has enabled me to compete at the 
highest level and I was fortunate to be in the 
right clinical category for the procedure to 
be an appropriate and effective treatment.” 

Actor Wesley, who has also appeared in 
Doctors and Casualty and at the National 
Theatre, has just been filmed at the hospital 
for a Welsh TV documentary in Welsh.

Miss Hegarty said: “I eventually got an 
operation on Monday morning after I had 
been in hospital since 2.30am on Tuesday. I 
don’t expect to stay on a hospital trolley for 
14-odd hours. I believe the staff did what 
they could. They weren’t getting help.” 

She said the wards were full which was 
why she had to wait in the ward for day 
cases.

Holiday homes bid for farm site 


TWO farm buildings in the Shropshire 
countryside could soon be turned into 
accommodation for holidaymakers, if 
planning bosses agree. 

The move will create employment 
and an economic boost in the county as 
well as address a shortage of visitor 
accommodation in the Oswestry area, 
developers say. 

A planning application has been 
made to turn the buildings at 
Bromwich Park at Aston, near 
Oswestry, into four holiday lets for up 


to 14 visitors. A design and access 
statement in support of the bid said: 
“Bromwich Park is a large farm set in 
the heart of level agricultural land 
between Aston and Maesbury. 

“The farm was also home to race 
horse stables and training facilities run 
by the Barratt family. This activity has 
now ceased and some of the farm build¬ 
ings are no longer useful for modern 
day farming. The proposal is to convert 
two buildings into four units of holiday 
accommodation. ” 


The statement added: “At full occu¬ 
pancy the site would develop £2,184 
per week. Total spend per annum 
would be well in the region of £100,000. 

“These figures do not take into 
account the rental income for the appli¬ 
cant which will directly benefit the 
local economy through purchase of 
goods and services. The tourist spend 
would be a direct gain to the immediate 
area.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to deter¬ 
mine the bid by January 2. 


Chimney warning 
from firefighters

FIRE chiefs in Mid Wales are warning people 
to ensure their chimneys are ready for winter 
following a spate of chimney fires across the 
county. 

Mid and West Wales Fire and Rescue Service said 
fire crews had attended a number of chimney fires in 
in recent weeks with people using open fires again. 

The service has now 
teamed up with the 
National Association of 
Chimney Sweeps (NACS) to 
urge householders to ensure 
their chimney is safe and 
swept by a registered chim¬ 
ney sweep to prevent the 
risk of fire. 

Martyn Glynn, president 
of the National Association 
of Chimney Sweeps, said: 
“All chimneys and flue-ways 
should be cleaned and 
checked during the summer 
months to ensure they’re 
free from debris and in full 
working order before the 
heating season. 

Poisoning 

“A blocked or defective 
chimney can cause chimney 
fires and carbon monoxide 
poisoning so it’s important 
to employ a professional 
chimney sweep such as 
those certified by NACS. 

“With the increased num¬ 
ber of people now using open 
fires, it is important to be 
mindful of the risks.” 

Steve Rowlands, commu¬ 
nity safety manager for 
North Powys, added: “With 
colder months looming, peo¬ 
ple are starting to use fires 
again 

“The type of fuel you burn 
depends on how frequently 
you should sweep your 
chimney. I would also urge 
all householders to have a 
working smoke alarm in 
their home. 

“Ensure a chimney is 
swept regularly and kept 
clean and well maintained.

A design and access statement in support 
of the bid said the resubmitted application 
addresses concerns from the parish council 
including fears that it would constitute over 
development and would have a detrimental 
effect on neighbouring properties. 

Objection 

The statement says: “This outline appli¬ 
cation is for the principle of housing devel¬ 
opment only. 

“This outline scheme will assist the 
parish and Shropshire Council in meeting 
the needs of the local residents and those 
wishing to live in Nesscliffe, and is ideally 
located at the heart of Nesscliffe village.” 

However, objector Ron Morris said: “I 
wish to maintain my objection as this appli¬ 
cation is almost identical to the previous 
application which was withdrawn 24 hours 
before the recent meeting of the central 
planning committee, where it had been rec¬ 
ommended for refusal, and re-submitted 
five days later.” 

He pointed out planning officers said the 
initial bid would have led to ‘sporadic and 
unsustainable development’ in the village. 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the resubmitted bid by January 23.

Campaigners' hopes for town 
memorial to war poet Owen 


THE Oswestry birthplace of war poet Wilfred 
Owen could rival his French shrine at Ors as a 
tourist draw, campaigners have said. 

Enthusiasts for Wilfred Owen’s work are calling for 2014- 
18 commemoration funds being released by the government 
to be used to create a suitable British memorial to the poet 
to rival that already set up the French. 


And they say that Plas 
Wilmot, the Oswestry family 
house where Owen was 
born, would be an ideal set¬ 
ting. More than 10 million 
euros, mostly public funds, 
have been spent on the 
“Maison Forrestiere” at Ors 
where Owen was killed on 
November 4, 1918 - days 
before the Armistice. 

“It’s time we did some¬ 
thing here in the land of his 
birth. ” said Dr Nigel Tinsley, 
from Shrewsbury, who is 
leading the campaign. 

“A number of places in 
Britain have strong links 
with Wilfred but Plas 
Wilmot, the Oswestry house 
where he was born, is now 
acknowledged by English 
Heritage as the place which 
contributed most to his 
development. This would be 
the obvious candidate for a 
British shrine - if funding 
can be obtained.” 

Land at Plas Wilmot has 
recently been given outline 
planning permission for 
seven houses in its orchard. 

Dr Tinsley said there was 
a need for urgency in resolv¬ 
ing this issue if Plas Wilmot 
was ever to become an inter-

national tourist attraction 
and heritage site. 

“At the moment the adja¬ 
cent land is owned by the 
local council and occupied by 
a Cricket Club so there is 
potential for a combined 
facility.

Now the company has applied to Shrop¬ 
shire Council to allow the larger vehicles to 
use a diversionary route until the road can 
be lowered. 

It says the carriageway will have to be 
dropped by just over half a metre to accom¬ 
modate the double decker lorries. 

Excavations 

A report to Shropshire Council says Net¬ 
work Rail has asked that exploratory exca¬ 
vations go ahead. 

If these are successful the work could be 
carried out at the same time as the building 
of the new abattoir. 

Local parish councils have welcomed the 
scheme saying it would ease traffic prob¬ 
lems. 

However there has been an objection 
from the Shrewsbury and District Riding 
Club. 

It says the proposed diversion route 
includes part of a government-funded bri¬ 
dleway scheme around Rednal. 

“This is the only public scheme of this size 
in the whole of North Shropshire and is used 
by walkers, cyclists and for equestrian pur¬ 
poses,” the club says in its objection com¬ 
ments. 

“Horse riders have to use the lane as a 
link between the bridleway routes. The pro¬ 
posal therefore puts riders and horses at 
risk from the large vehicles proposed to be 
using these routes.”

A RAILWAY station on the 
Shropshire border has 
become something of a 
wildlife haven thanks to the 
efforts of a team of volun¬ 
teers. 

Bulbs have been planted 
and bird boxes installed 
after the Friends of Chirk 
Station won £100 of garden 
centre vouchers in a compe¬ 
tition run by Keep Wales 
Tidy and Homebase and 
supported by the WAG.

Jane proves father wrong 
and achieves her ambitions 


WHEN Jane Powell failed her 11+ her father described her as ‘the 
thickie of the family’ - 40 years later she has proved him wrong by 
gaining a degree. 

In her own words she describes overcoming setback after setback and now knows her 
mother would have been proud of her. She told the Chronicle: 

“In 1961 failing the 11+ was life changing. My father viciously told me ‘every family has 
a thickie, you are ours ’ and ‘pointless spending money on a girl as you will only become preg¬ 
nant’ resulting in attending the secondary modern school. 


“Four years later, a careers adviser asked 
about work. I wanted to work with animals, 
perhaps in a zoo. He suggested an applica¬ 
tion to a local hotel as a chamber maid. 
What? 

“Careers then available to limited educa¬ 
tion girls were: nurse, shop and office. I 
trained at the TEC, amazingly gaining two 
‘O’ levels and in 1967 started office work, 
quickly deciding this was not for me and 
applied to be a police dog handler. 

“Apoliceman patted me on the head saying 
‘girlies can’t handle doggies ’. The RAF said 
‘kennel maids were the only girls working 
with dogs, what about being a mechanic’. So 
I stayed working in an office, a square peg in 
a round hole, many times attempting escape. 

“In the mid 1970s I was grieving for my 
missed education and attended evening 
classes gaining four ‘O’ levels. Biology 
introduced Mendel and genetics, I was in 
love. Informing the tutor I was going to give 
up work and study science at ‘A’ level, she 
advised me it was a ‘waste of time’. 

“Her throwaway comments plus my lack of 
educational self confidence allowed her to 
shatter my hopes of working in the scientific 
field of genetics. 

“In the late 1970s I had my first dog. 
Policeman wrong: girlies can handle dog¬ 
gies. Father wrong: wanted dogs - no biolog¬ 
ical clock, no desire for children. 

“The early 1990s brought redundancy and 
opportunity to study two ‘A’levels at Shrews¬ 
bury College of Arts and Technology, passing 



both, one at ‘A’ grade. Application accepted 
as Manchester University undergraduate. 
Again setback, no funding for mature stu¬ 
dents, turning down the place, I went back to 
office work. 

“2009 early retirement and applied to 
WNSC for an Animal Science Foundation 
Degree. Hard work and steep ‘learning 
curve’ achieved high merit. 

“A third year did not materialise, applica¬ 
tion was made to and accepted by Glyndwr 
University for an honours degree, achieving 
a BSc 2.1 (Hons) in Animal Science Studies 
graduating on 2 November 2012. 

“During my degree studies it was discov¬ 
ered that I had a previously undiagnosed 
allergy now thought to have been responsible 
for the deafness that hindered my early 
learning. 

“Although taking more than 40 years, I 
am proud to be the only one of my siblings to 
have a degree, at last proving my unsupport- 
ive father’s opinion of me wrong. I am now 
considering studying for a Masters and my 
Mother would have been so proud. ”

Plans in 
to serve 
hgv fuel 
demand 

A SHROPSHIRE service 
station is planning changes 
to its site to cope with the 
increasing demand from 
HGV drivers. 

Nesscliffe Service Station 
on the A5 Nesscliffe bypass 
has lodged an application 
with Shropshire Council 
planners for the installation 
of an 80,000 litre diesel tank. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted in support 
of the bid explained why the 
new large tank is required. 

It said: “The petrol filling 
station is an established use 
on the A5 where it bypasses 
the village of Nesscliffe. 

“The petrol filling station 
is used by local residents, 
passing motorist, com¬ 
muters and business users, 
and heavy goods vehicle. 

“The requirement for this 
additional storage is created 
by demand on the HGV fore¬ 
court. 

“The proposed storage 
tank has a capacity of 80,000 
litres. 

“This capacity enables the 
site management to supply 
the increasing number of 
HGV traffic calling on to the 
site and to reprogramme 
fuel delivery regime to 
achieve a reduction in the 
number of weekly deliver¬ 
ies.” 

The statement added: 
“The proposed additional 
tank will be dedicated HGV” 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to determine the bid by 
December 31.

Mammoths and sabre-tooth 
tigers walked with humans 


HISTORY was never my strong point at 
school. Nor was biology come to that, 
but at least biology, and in particular the 
study of animal behaviour, was some¬ 
thing I enjoyed in my spare time. 

History was full of dates and names and although 
I was fascinated by the world wars, we never covered 
it at my school. However in my view there is a point 
at which history and biology meet; prehistoric 
wildlife. 

Along with dinosaurs, all children are fascinated 
by woolly mammoths and sabre-toothed tigers. But 
what makes recent pre-history even more exciting is 
that we were around too. 

The period of history from 100,000 BC to 2,000 BC 
is often referred to as the Stone Age. The ‘Stone Age’ 
is as fabled as it is descriptive. The primary material 
for tools and weapons was stone, but not just any 
stone. 

Materials were chosen that could be worked into 
different objects. We can then further subdivide this 
epoch into the Palaeolithic (100,000 - 10,000 BC), 
Mesolithic (10,000 - 4,000 BC) and Neolithic (4,000 
- 2,000 BC) periods. 

Scrapers 

In Shropshire, the earliest remains of Man’s activ¬ 
ities are axe heads and scrapers, made from local 
pebble flint. Flint can be easily ‘knapped’, chipped 
away at and turned into different shapes. 

These objects date from the Mesolithic (Middle 
Stone Age: 10,000 - 4,000BC). Other flint tools have 
also been found within the vicinity of Old Oswestry 
Iron Age hillfort, suggesting Neolithic activity 
(4,000 BC - 2,300 BC). 

Oh how I would dearly love to find a stone tool 
from my long lost ancestors. Every year at around 
this time, I keep a keen eye open for the glint of 
knapped flint atop the newly ploughed fields, but 
alas I have found nothing yet. 

I may yet find some treasure from the Neolithic or 
Mesolithic ages, but I have no chance of finding any¬ 
thing from the Palaeolithic. For that, I would have to 
travel further afield and I’ll let you in on a Waddams-

family secret. My Uncle Lou is a renowned geolo¬ 
gist, leading field-trips to all corners of the Earth. 

Recently he told me of a find he had made in the 
Sahara Desert, which made my vestigial organ 
spark to life... that is to say, the hairs on my neck 
stood upright! 

He was exploring a region of Tunisia, known as 
Jenein. Although only a few nomadic shepherds live 
in the area today, the Sahara was more populated 
some 30,000 years ago when groups of hunter-gath¬ 
erers made their flint instruments. 

This was the time of the Great Ice Age (known as 
the Pleistocene Epoch) when the repeated advances 
of the ice sheets from the north were punctuated by 
warmer and wetter periods and when man could 
inhabit places which are hostile to life today. 

Walking through the sand dunes, Lou stumbled 
upon an ancient lake bed. Skirting this feature, he 
came across a gravelly ‘shoreline’ between two 
dunes. 

Wind can only move particles smaller than 2mm 
in diameter, so the pebbles remain on the surface, 
whilst the dust and sand is blown above. 

As he squatted on the ancient shore, he realised 
he had walked into someone’s camp. But these peo¬ 
ple had left many thousands of years ago. Every 
piece of flint was knapped. There were scrapers and 
saws, cutting blades and scoops. 

So far as he is aware, no-one else knows of this 
pre-historic site and maybe it’s best to be kept that 
way?

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Right royal celebration for King

THEY say that every picture 
tells a story and, on the face of 
it, this photo shows decora¬ 
tions and celebrations in 
Oswestry for the coronation of 
Edward VII 110 years ago, in 
1902. 

And while that is correct, there is a 
story behind the story. The coronation of 
the King had originally been scheduled 
for June 26 and Shropshire, like every¬ 
where else, was all geared up to celebrate. 

But shortly beforehand he fell ill with 
appendicitis and, with his life in danger, 
celebrations were called off, although 
bonfires were lit across Shropshire any¬ 
way. The seriousness of the situation is 
reflected in the fact that at one stage the 
King was reported to have died. 

However, he recovered, and the corona¬ 
tion went ahead on August 9, 1902, with 
many celebrations on Coronation Day. 

Gigantic 

Contemporary reports tell of this 
Oswestry parade being held that day. 
Here you can see it passing through 
Church Street. 

Upper left is a decoration reading “For 
King And Country” and flags are flying 
from the buildings. It was a Saturday and 
a public holiday, and shops and firms 
were closed. 

Here is how the Shrewsbury Chronicle 
of August 15 reported events: “Oswestri- 
ans had no lack of diversion on Saturday, 
notwithstanding that a very substantial 
part of the rejoicings in connection with 
the Coronation had already been held. 

“The proceedings began with a gigan¬ 
tic state parade to the Parish Church, fol¬ 
lowed by a great assembly of burgesses in 
the Horse Market, where the Volunteers 
fired a feu de joie. 

“Afterwards there were attractive 
sports in Maesylan, and the rejoicings 
fitly terminated with an illuminated

Volvo's great estate 
revels on open road 


IF SAFETY, comfort and space 
come anywhere near the top of 
your demands when buying a 
new car the Volvo XC70 may be 
just what you need. 

The 4x4 estate sits high off the ground 
but is more at home on the road than off 
and is an extremely practical choice 
with more standard kit than a lot of its 
opposition. 

Even so the XC70 will get you most places 
thanks to semi-off-road tyres, an electroni¬ 
cally controlled diff, raised ground clearance 



and a specially tuned traction control and 
hill-descent system. 

It’s an ideal tow vehicle and would be per¬ 
fect for caravanning or taking the horses to 
the local show. 

The good news when buying is that the 


XC70 sells in limited numbers which means 
residual values are respectable and second 
hand demand is high. 

The cabin and loading bay are made of 
sturdy stuff and reflect Volvo’s excellent rep¬ 
utation for reliability and longevity meaning 
your relationship could be a long one. 

In the cabin all the materials look at home, 
and look classy and durable. Everything is 
easy to find and you won’t find many com¬ 
plaining about comfort. 

Transmission 

The model I had on test was the XC70 D4 
SE Nav with manual transmission with an 
on-the-road price of £33,305 but the added 
bits which included a driver support pack, 
18” alloys and metallic paint shot the price 
up to £37,255 which seems a bit on the high 
side to me. 

The all-aluminium high performance 2.4 
litre five-cylinder turbo diesel engine is quick 
and responsive and comes complete with 
sequential twin turbo chargers and start- 
stop technology. 

In six-speed manual format there’s a max¬ 
imum 163PS output, a top speed of 127mph, 
0-60mph in 9.6 seconds and a respectable 
average fuel consumption figure of 50.4mpg 
of diesel.

C02 emissions come in a 149g/km and the 
car falls in to the ! F’ tax band. 

What really impressed me was the stan¬ 
dard automatic headlight dimming system 
which proved annoying at first but was sadly 
missed when changing to another vehicle. 

The headlights simply dip when an 
approaching vehicles is detected and return 
to main beam once the road is clear. The sys¬ 
tem also detects vehicles that you are catch¬ 
ing up on and dips the lights accordingly. 
Brilliant. 

The XC70 corners better than most rivals 
but there’s a fair bit of body roll. The real 
beauty is the worse the weather gets the bet¬ 
ter protected you become and the better the 
handling gets. 

Safety is right at the top of Volvo’s agenda 
and you get anti-whiplash and side-impact 
protection systems as standard across the 
range along with traction control. 

An optional Blind Spot Information Sys¬ 
tem is available to alert you to cars nearby. 

Inside the Volvo is a genuine five seater. 
There’s leg and head room to spare and 1,600 
litres of luggage space. You won’t hear the 
driver or passenger complaining about comfort. 

Volvo’s dilemma is whether this XC70 
should be branded an off-roader or not and 
even though the high stance means it looks 
the part it’s fair to say the car is more at 
home of the open road than in the forest.

New Seat compact has pedigree 


SEAT has introduced the 
Ibiza Cupra. Shown first as 
a concept during April’s 
Beijing International Auto¬ 
motive Exhibition, the 
Cupra is now unveiled in 
barely touched production 
form. 

The Ibiza Cupra is a package that’s simulta¬ 
neously compact and versatile, making it an 
extremely compelling day-to-day performance 
car. Performance is scintillating, with a 0- 
62mph time of just 6.9 seconds and a top speed 
of 142mph, yet it is exceptionally efficient, with 
average fuel consumption of 47.9 mpg. 

Due to arrive in the UK in January 2013 
priced at £18,825, with order books opening 
next week, the new Ibiza Cupra follows more 
than 16 years of heritage. 

The Cupra name was born in 1996 as a spe¬ 
cial, top-of-the-line Ibiza built to commemorate 
Seat’s World Rally Championship victory in the 
2.0-litre category. Since then a Cupra has 
always featured in the Seat model line-up, with 
the name adorning both the Ibiza and Leon 
ranges. 

Supercharger 

Powered by a 1.4-litre TSI petrol engine that 
develops 180PS and 250Nm, owing to a tur¬ 
bocharger and a supercharger as well as direct 
injection, the latest Ibiza Cupra is truly worthy 
of the name, and begins the next chapter of the 
Cupra success story. 

The state-of-the-art TSI power unit is a com¬ 
pact piece of hi-tech equipment that guaran¬ 
tees exceptionally refined performance during 
day-to-day driving, while a unique sound actu¬ 
ator in the exhaust system allows for an extra 
sporty sound when the driver desires it. 

And for extra driver involvement, the seven- 
speed DSG twin-clutch automatic transmis¬ 
sion, with its extremely short shift times, can 
be operated via paddles mounted behind the 
steering wheel.

Europe's love affair with 
SUVs governs VW design 


Volkswagen has previewed 
an SUV concept based on 
the platform, which under¬ 
pins the Up city car. 

The Taigun, which may intention¬ 
ally be an anagram of Tiguan, one of 
Volkswagen’s existing SUV models, is 
3.86m long, 1.73m wide and designed 
purely for urban environments. 

Under the bonnet is a new one 
litre turbocharged petrol engine 
based on the non-turbo three- 


cylinder unit in the Up. In the Tai¬ 
gun, it produces 109bhp and 1291b.ft of 
torque, which should make the 975kg 
mini-SUV sprightly around town. 

It has the potential to average 
60.1mpg. 

The concept rides on 17-inch alloy 
wheels which add to its purposeful 
look. 

Its production is almost a certainty, 
with buyers across Europe switching 
from traditional cars to taller, SUV- 
type designs in huge numbers. 


According to Volkswagen, simplicity 
is key to the Taigun’s interior. Its front 
air nozzles, for example, control fan 
speed, temperature and air flow direc¬ 
tion, removing the need for separate 
dials on the centre console. 

The concept has instruments that 
give readouts for oil pressure, coolant 
temperature and turbo boost pressure. 

No production confirmation has yet 
been issued, with the company saying 
it will monitor public reaction to the 
concept before making a final decision.
